Markets and War - or Peace 


(Christian Science Monitor) 


R. GEORGE LANSBURY is quite right in 

the contention he has put forward in the 
British House of Commons to the effect that the 
problem of relieving world tension is largely one 
of economics. Actual warfare, it is true, may 
urisc from causes other than physical want. But 
need of markets has been a real if mistaken in- 
centive to aggression, 

In any event, to bring hungry peoples and 
unmarketable crops inte closer relationship with 
one another can only do good, whether it be tar- 
iffs, quotas, monetary restrictions, or transport 
or marketing deficiences that are now keeping 
them apart. 

Mr, Paul Van Zeeland’s report making prac- 
tical suggestions for such reform deserves there- 
fore all the attention which Mr, Lansbury declares 
it should receive, Part of that attention, how- 
ever, should be directed to the possibility of har- 
monizing that program with the reciprocal trade 
plan with which Mr. Hull already has succeeded 
in bringing markets and producers into prevfitable 
contact in a large area of world tirade.

passed with barely a-glance by the majority; but, 
put one startling object in a window and people 
will pause and wonder about it. One store in Lon- 
don substituted for its dummy, supposedly reading 
its paper, in ‘a display of furniture, a living man 
doing the same thing. The crowd around the 
becathe so dense that police had to be 
called to clear the sidewalk and roadway. The 
sum total of ‘this, reasoning seems to be that you 
can sell anyone any idea IF you know how to 
wrap it up. Rather dangerous, isn’t it? 

There was an interesting article on this sub- 
ject issued by The Institute for Propaganda 
Analysis, and reprinted in the July issue of The 
Alberta School Trustee. It pointed out that if we 
examine ourselve$ very searchingly we may dis- 
cover that we are “unconscious” Fascists or Com- 
munists, and get quite a shock. It suggested a 
test of this would be to make a list of questions 
touching on present-day problems, and get the 


reaction of a group of widely diverse people, and ~ 


I, for one, can well believe that the summing-up 
would be very illuminating. 


It seems that the problem caused by trading 
on mass psychology is much more dangerous in 
a new. land, where ideas are in the formative 
stage, and a tradition is in the making. A catch- 
phrase may the step-ladder by which an other- 
wise obscure cause wilhicapturethe popular fancy. 
Take, for instance; the experience of Mr. Upton 
Sinclair, He “ran” for years as a Socialist, and 
could only get less than 60,000 votes. In 1934 he 
campaigned as a Democrat, with exactly the same 
ideas and theories, and received close on a million 
votes,. The mass, could not accept the Socialistic 
label, but could accept the same ideas, wrapped 
up differently. At the same time he coined a 
phrase,- “End Poverty in California,” the initial 
letters of which spelled “EPIC.” Now, epic sug- 
gests to the masses the high adventures of a great 
crusade, the legendary heroism of some saga, and 
with that, how easy to capture the enthusiasm and 
visionary dreams of young and old alike. Isn't it 
rather like the phrases that have caught the im- 
agination of Albertans recently? “Poverty in the 
midst of Plenty”; “Cultural Heritage”; “Basic 
Dividends”; “Fifty Big Shots,” and the like,. The 
general mass does not stop to question slogans, as 
long as they sound fine and heroic they are swal- 
lowed whole.. It is not wholly the fault df the 
masses, but it is a great understanding of mass 
psychology that makes these extraordinary reyer- 
sals of opinion possible, 


The saying that “a rose by any other name 
would smell as sweet,” coined by William Shake- 
speare many; mony years ago, is a dangerous 
half-truth when used in a proverbial sense. Our 
reactions to dnything, or anybody, are strongly 
influenced by the words used to describe them. 
It is this understanding of mass psychology that 
has made Hitler and Mussolini possible in this 
age of free thinking and better education. The 
power of thinking has not been taken: from the 
people, but ‘the gift of thinking deeply, and indi- 
vidually, has been cloyed by beautiful sounding 
phrases, and golden impractical dreams. This col- 
lective thinking should stop, and we should do a 
little genuine thinking for ourselves, by ourselves, 
and our findings might prove very interesting, 
and of great value to ourselves, and to the com- 
munity in which we live. 

Collectivism is not the stuff of which progress 
is made; but if individuals will take themselves in 
hand, and do their own thinking, a wiser and 
more efficient generation will arise, and put Can- 
ada in the place to which she is entitled by virtue 
of her strategic prgren fad and natural assets.

in his address. He rapped ‘the 
Supreme Court, which he de- 
clared, had set itself up as, and 
usurped the power of, the Gov- 
crnment of this country, He dealt 
with the actions of the present 
Government “to alleviate the im- 
mediate needs of the people,” and 
declared “tiis. Government. has 
never failed to get what it 
thought best to get.” He: defended 
the Governinent's. actions in in- 
creasing taxation, stating it was 
necessary to take this. step in 
order to meet obligations without 
borrowing further money. 

“The banks are driving to ebol- 
ish true responsible government.”

mination to “collect taxes from 
those who can afford to pay—- 
namely the banks.” 


Rap Federal Government 


Norman Jaques and J. M. Mur- 
shall, both. recenfly returned from 
Ottawa; dwelt riefly: on the 
“inactivity and inertness of. the 
Federal Government,” “The two 
ald. line parties are loyal—they 
have professed their loyalty, but 
they are loyal to, the monied in- 
terests—-not to the people or the 
country,” Mr. Jaques said. Mr. 
Marshall professed: his belief in 
Social Credit by stating “there ‘s 
no other solution to our ills than 
Social Credit,” and “the entire 
world appreciates today the won- 
derful fight going on in Alberta.” 

D. B. MacMillan acted as chair- 
man of the meeting, and during 
his short address, maintained 
that “all we need is control of 
our own credit. It appears to be 
ultra vires to do anything for the 
people.” “We have not forgot- 
ten our promises of 1935,” he pro- 
tested, in answering critics of the 
Government, and declared that 
the Government would fight to 
the finish.

“Seed time and harvest — shall 


not cease,” the Bible tells us. 


In this:good Book are found a 


surprising number of maxims and 
precepts about agriculture, 


set- 
ting forth the advantages of the 


use of good seed, of proper cul- 


tivation of the soil, of keeping 
weeds down and so forth, Ina 
fact it is not too- much to. say 
that if a farmer today were to 
operate, according to the many 
injunctions in the Bible, that he 
would simply be carrying out the 
advice given by the most modern 
agricultural authorities—and yet 
these biblical injunctions were 
written thousands of years ago. 

This year, 1938, is the 400th 
anniversary of the first printing 
of the Great English Bible. which 
took place in 1538. This was the 
first complete Bible in the Eng- 
lish language that was author- 
ized by ecclesiastical authorities 
for use in English churches, and 
it was only displaced in 1610 by 
that very miracle of English lit- 
erature, the revised King James 
or Authorized Version as we 
have it today.

INDUSTRY SEEKS 
MAXIMUM MARKETS 
FOR TURNER VALLEY 


When crude oil was discovered 
in. substantial quantities in Tur- 
ner Valley, Canadian .refiners on 
the prairies promptly discontin- 
ued. their purchases of Montana 
crude so as to afford a market 
for Canadian production. Thus 
they sought to encourage a de- 
velopment which would result in 
n benefit to the country at large, 
first by an increased production 
of wealth, and second, reduced 
prices for petroleum products 
to the consumer, 

Obviously the »mount of the 
price reduction varies. “It is 
greatest in the Calgary and Ed- 
monton areas which are the 
largest immediate markets of Tur- 
ner Valley. In these districts it 
amounts to 54% cents per gallon 
of gasoline, with relative de- 
creases iu ‘prices of other prod- 
ucts, 

The result of Turner . Valley 
development in part was to bring 
a disastrous condition: in the 
Montana field, which previously 
had been supplving erude oil for 
the prairies, and which were de- 
prived of this important part of 
their product. 

Testifying repent before the 
Tariff Board, F. Cottle, Chief 
Auditor of the hiherin Board of 
Public Utilities Commissioners, 
said the distress condition in 
Montana oil fields would be 
stabilized if Canadian refiners 
were willing to continue Mon- 
tana purchases at 3,000 barrels 
daily, This, he said, would re- 
sult in a correspondingly de- 
creased market for Turner Val- 
ley, but any disadvantage in this 
respect unight be offset by the 
advantage of a stabilized Mon- 
tana market. 

The fact is that the pipe lines, 
the railways, and the refiners are 
all co-operating to give Turner 
Valley the largest possible iar- 


consumer benefit of the lowest 
price for petroleum 
products.
